THE WEEK IN 
THE KNESSET

HOSE whe judge the Knes- 

set by standards of des- 
patch, decorum and deed 
alone; will undoubtedly level 
severe criticism at the pas- 
sionate outbursts which ac- 
companied last week's at- 
tacks on the Government for 
its wee of the emergency re- 
gulations in jailing the sus- 
pects of the Zealots’ League. 
But there is another yard- 
stick by which one may judge 
the proceedings at the Knes- 
set. The .impassioned duel 
between Mapai and its op- 
ponents to the right and to 
the left evidenced the will 
to ensure orderly Govern- 
ment, the determination to 
prevent unnecessary exploit- 
ation of emergency powers, 
and the decision to use Par- 
liamentary prerogatives to the 
hilt. Although at times the 
tension seemed to rise to 
reckless heights, for once

Although the at- 
tempt to inflict maximum 
damage on Mapai -—— in this 
case the party was synonym- 
ous with the Government — 
was transparent in many of 
the speeches, it was evident 
that for once we had more 
thin mere party manoceuvr- 
ing and pre-election _ stuff. 
This feeling, shared by all 
who have intimate knowledge 
of the Knesset and its moods, 
was a certain sign for most 
that the administrative de- 
tention of the zealots was not 
merely being misused as a 
stick to beat Mapai. It is, 
undoubtedly true that the 
Brith Hakanaim incident was 
a welcome fissure in the 
Mapai barricades, and that 
it was scotched up to de- 
nounce the reigning party 
for employing dictatorial me- 
thods. Eut this was not the 
whole story. The Knesset dis- 
played genuine concern for 
the character of the State, 
for the freedom of the in- 
dividual and for the rule of 
law. 


Abnormal Conditions 


It .was forcibly brought 
home to the Knesset that, 
from a Parliamentary point 
of view, conditions in the 
House are abnormal. Under 
ordinary circumstances, the 
defeat of the Government on 
the application of the De- 
fence Regulations of 1945, and 
their subsequent abrogation. 
would have constituted a vote 
of no-confidence and led to 
the fall of the Government 
and the formation of a new 
cabinet. This, of course, did 
not occur, because the present 
Government does not rely on 
a coalition and does not com- 
mand a reliable majority in 
the House. Knowing this, the 
members of Mapai should 


have tréad gingerly to avoid 
a pesition in which they 
would be up against the solid 
opposition of their antago- 
nists from both sides of the 
House. The Acting Prime 
Minister did his utmost to 
defend the acts of the ad- 
ministration, but failed to 
convince-the Knesset that the 
security of the State was at 
stake and that administra- 
tive detention and all it im- 
plies were the only way to 
handle the “Sabotage” Cri- 


sis: There were many in the. 


House who understood per- 
fectly well that the detection 
of a terrorist organization in 
Israel] is a matter of serious 
concern to all. Proof of the 
matter is that a proposal to 
draft substitute legislation to 
enable the Government to 
handle emergency situations 
was immediately intreduced. 


Hasty Action .. 

Even at that point, feel- 
ing persisted that emergency 
powers had been too hastily 
invoked in this specific case. 
the reported reftisal to 
allow the Minister. of Social 
Welfare to ste the detainees, 
for example, made a bad im- 
pression ig this respect. The 
Knesset will have to pass a 
serious trial in drafting the 
new resolutions. It will have 
to show -that it is up to the 
task of creating legislation 
which will preserve the rule 
of law while endowing the 
Government with special 
emergency powers. This is 
one of the chief problems 
confronting every democratic 
recime today. The problem is 
even more knotty in Israel, 
where a state of virtually 
permanent emergency exists, 
and where the tradition of 
exerting forc® against the 
ruling abthority has not yet 
been extinguished. In for- 
mulating the new bill, every 
Member will have to visu- 
alize himself as the citizen

These crashed head 
on into the principle of the 
division of powers between 
the. legislature and the ex- 
ecutive. That the problem 
even manifests itself in this 
elementary form is due to 
the lack of constitutional tra- 
dition and law, but equally 
much to the abnormal posi- 
tion of a Government which 
lacks a stable majority in 
Parliament. 

With routine work piling 
up speedily — there are al- 
ready 25 items carried over 
from last week's agenda—and 
with elections drawing near, 
the current eruption comes 
at an inopportune moment. 
But it may norietheless have 
a healthy effect. It serves as 
a stimulant to those who are 
keen on avoiding the pitfalls 
of arbitrary Government de- 
cisions.
